INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY AUGUST 15, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: New large fires were reported in the Northwest Area,
necessitating the mobilization of two Type Il Incident Management Teams.
Resou rce mobilization through NICC continued with orders for aircraft,
equipment, crews and overhead. Very high and extreme fire indices
continue to be reported on units in California, Arizona, Nevada, Oregon
and Washington.

NORTHWEST LARGE FIRES:

GOLD CREEK, Wenatchee NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Furlong) is
assigned. This fire is located 20 miles southwest of Ellensburg, WA. The
fire is burning In mixed conifer with sage understory. The fire is within
1/4 mile of residences. It is burning actively with isolated torching and
spotting up to 1 /74 mile away. Three strike teams of structural engines
are providing structure protection. Winds iIn the area are 23-30 MPH.

HIGHWAY 291, Washington State Department Of Natural Resources. A Type 11
Incid ent Management Team (Flanigan) is assigned. This fire is burning 30
miles northwes t of Spokane, on both sides of the Spokane River near the
community of Tum Tum. Thirty plus residences are threatened.

OLD TRAILS, Washington State Department Of Natural Resources. This fire
began in Airway Heights, a suburb of Spokane, and is burning north toward
Riverside Stat e Park. Two residences and one business were destroyed.
The campground at the p ark was evacuated, and residents in the area were
asked to leave. Hikers have been advised to evacuate the Centennial
Trail.

MILE POST 248, Umatilla NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Lukens)
is assigned. This fire is burning in grass and brush, 8 miles east of
Meacham, OR . Firefighters made good progress on the fire yesterday.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

NARROWS, ANGELES NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Hutchinson) has
been assigned. The Ffire is in the Sheep Mountain Wilderness in the east
fork of the San Gabriel Canyon, four miles northeast of Wrightwood, CA. A
potential threat exists for outlying structures and the town itself. If
the fire continues to burn at its present rate, 20,000+ acres are

expected to burn.

Alaska has 49 other large fires burning for a total of 1,802,765 acres.

OUTLOOK:

Washington will be mostly cloudy and a little cooler with scattered
showers alo ng the Cascades and eastern Washington. There will be areas
of morning fog along the coast and western Washington. High temperatures
will range from 65-70 on the coast, 70"s and 80"s in western Washington,
and in the 80"s to 90"s in eastern Washington.

Oregon will be mostly sunny except areas of morning fog on the coast and
in the northwestern interior. High temperatures will be in the high 60"s
along the coast, otherwise it will be 80"s in the north and mid 90°s in
the south.

California will have morning fog and low clouds along the coast and
coastal valleys, otherwise it will be mostly sunny. There is a slight
chance of late afternoon thunderstorms over the central Sierra Crest.
High temperatures will be in the 60"s to 70"s along the coast, 70"s to
80"s in the mountains, 90"s to 105 in the inland valleys and in the upper
90"s to near 110 in the southern deserts.

Nevada will be mostly sunny. High temperatures will be in the 80"s to
90"s, except near 110 in the southern deserts.

High pressure will push eastward into the east part of Alaska, as a low
pressure moves into the western section of the state. It will be cloudy
with rain In the northwest and south spreading into central Alaska during
the afternoon. The southeast will be mostly sunny. High temperatures
will be in the upper 50"s in the northwest to lower 70"s in the southeast
part of the state.

Michigan will be cloudy with showers and thunderstorms likely. High
temperatures will be In the high 70"s in the north to the lower 70"s in
the southwest.

Minnesota will be cloudy with showers and thunderstorms likely in the
north, and a chance of showers and thunderstorms in the central and
south. High temperatu res will be in the upper 60"s in the north to the
lower 80"s in the south.



Maine will have patchy fog in the morning, then mostly sunny with
increasing clouds in the afternoon and scattered showers tonight. High
temperatures will be in the 70%s.
